Social  Conditions. 

The  major  i^ortion  of  the  male  po]mlation  of  the  district  i^ 
engaged  in  coal  mining.  Employment  is  also  ])rovided  by 
Brickworks,  Quarry  Undertakings,  a large  Mental  Hospital, 
duties  connected  with  Road  and  Rail  transj^ort,  and  in  the 
various  factories  at  the  Trading  Estate,  Waterton.  The  build- 
ing programme  of  your  Council  and  that  of  the  Bridgend  llrban 
District  Council  also  provided  further  oi)])ortunity  for  employ- 
ment. 

Employment  for  the  female  iioinilation  is  mainly  found  in 
the  Trading  iCstate,  Waterton,  the  activities  oi  the  town  of 
Brid.gend  and  in  duties  at  the  lar.ge  Mental  Hosjjital  in  your 
area  and  the  Oeneral  Hospital,  Brid.gend.

1. — Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  bacteriological  examinations  re(iuirecl  l)y  the  authority 
were  carried  out  free  of  charge  at  the  , Medical  Research  Council’s 
Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.

2. — Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  the  district  are  i)rovided  by  the 
1 ilaniorgan  County  Council.  I'he  Ambulance  Station  for  your 
area  is  estal)lished  in  the  Fire  vService  De])ot,  Glanogwr  Road, 
Bridgend,  and  from  this  Ambulance  Station  the  Sub-Stations  at 
Rcnfig  Hill  and  1 encoed  are  controlled.  The  County  Council 
iirovide  an  adequate  number  of  ambulances  for  the  district,  and 
the  service  is  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory. 


3.  National  Health  Service  Act, 


The  duties  required  of  the  Countv  Council  under  this  part 
u are  earned  out  in  your  area  through  the  Divisional 

Health  Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  141), 
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which  Is  under  the  control  of  Dr.  Kathleen  Davies,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer.  It  is  through  this  office  that  i)rovision  is  made 
for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service,  Home  Nursing 
Service,  Home  Help  Service,  vSchool  Medical  Service  and  the 
Health  Visiting  Service. 


4.  — Mental  Health  Service. 

Tlie  Mental  Health  Service  is  under  tlie  administrative 
control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Advice  regarding  the 
procedure  for  admission  to  hospital  for  treatment  and  the  re- 
moval of  mental  patients  is  undertaken  for  your  district  by  their 
duly  authorised  officer,  Mr.  D.  h.  Lewis,  14,  Carlos  Road,  Port 
Talbot  (Tel.  No.  Port  Talbot  555). 

5.  — General  Practitioner  Service. 

The  General  Practitioner  Service  in  the  Penybont  Rural 
District  is  organised  through  the  Executive  Couiicil  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative County.

8. — National  Assistance  Act,  1948. — 

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  cure  and  ^ 
attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Conncil  niuler  .Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  11)4H,  (Inrinu  tlie  year  H)4‘,). 

One  aged  man  living  alone  in  nnsnitable  acconnnodation 
was  fonnd  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  A solution  was, 
however,  fonnd  throngh  tlie  co-oi)eration  of  the  House  Letting 
Connnittee,  who  agreed  to  allocate  a Conncil  House  to  a married 
step-daughter  who  was  also  living  in  nnsnitable  accommodation, 
in  order  that  .she  could  take  and  care  for  her  aged  stci)-father. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

No  money  was  expended  by  the  Council  in  carrying  out 
l)nrials  under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 
The  Council,  however,  did  accei)t  responsibility  for  the  burial 
of  one  patient  at  the  Morganwg  Ho.si)ital,  Bridgend,  but  the 
money  was  later  refunded  by  the  nearest  relative  of  the  deceased 
person. 

9.  — Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year,  my  services  were  sought  by  several  General 
Practitioners  and  the  National  Assistance  Board,  owing  to  their 
difficulty  in  obtaining  admission  to  hospital  of  elderly  patients 
who  were  in  need  of  hosjiital  accommodation.  In  spite  of  the 
close.st  co-operation  and  every  possible  assistance  from  the 
Bridgend  General  Hos]htal,  one  does  feel  that  there  are  not 
sufficient  beds  available  for  those  aged  persons  who  arc  taken 
ill  and  may  require  hos])ital  treatment  for  a prolonged  period. 
Prior  to  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  this  type  of  jiaticnt  was 
accommodated  in  sjiecial  wards,  but  as  the.se  have  now  been 
taken  over  for  general  cases,  a hardship  to  the  aged  people  has 
developed. 

10.  — National  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

During  the  year  under  review  my  advice  and  a.ssistancc 
were  .sought  by  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  National  .Society  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children — Mr.  H.  James,  24,  L()W- 

bridge  Road,  Bridgend  ('I'cl.  No.  Bridgend  292),  in  connection 
with  “problem  families”  where  there  was  a possible  risk  ot  the 
cliildren  being  ex])osed  to  danger  on  account  ol  overcrowding 
and  un.suitable  honsing  conditions. 

In  matters  connected  witli  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
children,  I have  received  the  closest  co-o])cratiou  from  tlie 
.Society’s  Inspector. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Cilainorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
funetionin^-  since  1st  Jauiuiry,  1921,  suiiplies  the  water  con- 
sumed in  your  district.  Des])ite  tlie  exceptionally  dry  weather 
exi)erienced  during  the  summer  months  of  1949,  the  Mid- 
(llamorgan  Water  Board  was  able  to  give  a constant  su])ply  to 
the  inhabitants,  which  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
(piantity,  to  the  greater  i)art  of  your  area.  Some  curtailment 
liowever,  was  necessary  in  the  Cefn  Cribbwr  ])art  of  your  area. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  H7  samples  of  raw 
water  and  treated  water  uere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.  Re]:)orts  on  treated  water  were  uniformly 
satisfactory.  In  addition,  daily  tests  for  free  chlorine  were 
taken  at  all  Treatment  Plants,  which  continued  to  function 
.satisfactorily. 

Chemical  analy.sis  of  samjffes  of  water  from  the  14  .sources, 
combination  of  which  .supply  the  Penybont  Rural  district  dis- 
closed the  same  results  for  treated  water  as  for  previous  years — 
a soft  water  from  the  Upland  sources,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
vSchwyll  source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  bye-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  jupe,  and  in 
one  source  with  water  liable  to  ])lumbo-.solvent  action  soda 
ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  su])iffies  only -a  few 
proj^erties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District.

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi,  Ogmorc  and 
Ivwenny  rivers. 

Before  entering  your  district,  the  River  Oginore  receives  the 
collierv  washings  of  the  Oginore  Valiev  and  a large  tributarv 
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which  drains  the  Oarw  Valley.  This  river  also  receives  sew- 
age effluent  from  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council’s 


Sewage  Farm  at  Brynmenyn. 


The  Llynfi  river  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  receives 
colliery  washings  from  pits  in  that  area.  It  al.so  receives  sew- 
age effluent  from  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  and  sewage 
effluent  from  your  Council’s  works  at  TroedjThiwgarth.  The 
Llynfi  joins  the  Ogmore  at  Aberkenfig,  ])a.sses  tbrough  the  town 
of  Bridgend,  again  enters  yonr  di.strict,  is  joined  by  the  Ewenny 
at  Merthyrmawr,  and  discharges  into  the  Bri.stol  Channel  at 
Ogmore-bv-Sea. 

The  Ewenny  river  drains  the  Ivastern  portion  of  your 
district.  Prior  to  entering  your  di, strict,  this  river  receives  the 
colliery  washings  from  Llanharan  and,  later,  within  your 
district,  washings  from  the  Werntarw  Colliery  and  also  sewage 
cff'luent  from  your  Council’s  works  at  Pencoed. 


In  view  of  the  industrial  nature  of  your  district,  these  rivers 
must  of  necessity  carry  water  which  is  blackish  in  colour  and 
containing  a fair  amount  of  industrial  waste. 


The  Council  during  the  year  has  shown  great  interest  in  the 
])revention  of  river  pollution,  and  are  conscious  of  the  magni- 
tude of  this  ])roblem.  They  realise  that  the  prevention  of 
river  pollution  in  this  district  cannot  be'  solved  without  restric- 
tions that  would  unduly  hamiier  industrial  ]iroduction.

Where  the  certificate  indicated  a severe  medical 
condition,  visits  were  made  to  the  home  in  order  that  I could  be 
aciiuainted  with  all  the  difficulties  connected  with  the  case. 


Detailed  reports  on  .such  cases  were  sulmiitted  inonthlv  to 
the  House  Letting  Committee,  and  where  considered  necessary, 
the  Committee  granted  .special  medical  jiriority. 


I should  like  to  take  this  o]iportunity  of  thanking  the  Hou.se 
Letting  Committee  for  their  co-oiicration  and  understanding  of 
all  the  medical  cases  submitted,  particularly  so  where  Pulmon- 
ary Tuberculosis  and  .severe  Mental  Disturbance  were  a promin- 
ent feature. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  During  the  year,  114  samiiles  of  milk 
were  taken,  77  of  the.se  being  from  graded  supplies,  and  of  these 
10  were  unsatisfactory.  Stei)s  were  taken  to  deal  with  all  un- 
sati.sfactory  cases,  and  the  cow.sheds  and  dairies  were  inspected 
and  advice  given.  Further  sami:)les  were  always  taken  follow- 
ing upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of  pa.steurised  milk 
seehis  to  be  growing  in  the  di.strict. 

Of  the  ;17  ungraded  samides,  0 were  unsatisfactory. 
Twenty-six  samiiles  of  milk  were  taken  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
None  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  api)roi)irate  tables  the  number  of 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  notified  during  l‘.)49,  with  the  exce]*- 
tion  of  Tuberculo.sis,  was  IHI-l. 
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There  is  a slight  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
which  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased  ])revalence  of  Measles 
within  your  area  during  tlie  year. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Fifty-four  cases  were  notified  as  comi)ared  with  65  during 
the  previous  year.  Thirty-one  of  these  ca.ses  were  removed  to 
hosi)ital.  On  all  occasions,  if  home  conditions  were  satisfactory, 
every  effort  was  made  to  encourage  the  i.solation  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  at  home.  The  general  tendency  with  most  parents,  how- 
ever, is  that  they  i)refer  their  children  to  have.ho.s])ital  treatment 
rather  than  allow  them  to  remain  at  home.  There  were  no 
deatlis  from  this  disea.se.

] . Hydro-cyanide  F umigation. 

A Sub-Commttee  of  the  Council  viewed  the  method  of 
hydro-cyanide  fumigation  as  carried  out  by  the  Sw^ansea 
Corporation,  which  is  the  only  Authority  in  the  country  hav- 
ing a service  of  this  description  of  their  own. 

The  Sub-Committee  were  met  at  the  Guildhall  by  Mr. 
D.  1'.  Jones,  Chief  Sanitary  inspector,  who  conducted  us  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  where  we  saw  a practical  demonstra- 
tion of  this  method  of  fumigation  of  furniture  carried  out 
in  a sealed  van. 

The  process  was  explained  to  us  and  a discussion  followed 
at  which  questions  were  put  as  to  the  equipment,  personnel 
and  cost,  etc.,  of  such  service. 

•A.  vote  of  thanks,  was  passed  to  the  Swansea  Corporation 
for  affording  the  opportunity  to  the  Sub-Committee  of  view- 
ing this  practical  demonstration  and  to  Mr.  Jones  for  making 
the  necessary  arrangements  and  answering  the  questions  put. 

2.  “Cimex”  Fumigation. 

•A  “trial”  of  removing  furniture  and  household  goods  of 
a family  to  be  re-iihoused  in  a Council  house,  and  fumigating 
the  furniture,  etc.,  in  course  of  transit  and  delivering  the 
furniture  to  the  new  address,  was  carried  out  by  the  “Cimex” 
1‘umigating  Co.,  during  the  year. 

'I'he  gas  used  in  the  fumigation  process  was  “Cimex,” 
which  is  non-toxic  to  human  beings  but  deadly  to  bugs  and 
their  eggs. 

1 here  was  sufficient  evidence  after  opening  up  the  sealed 
van  to  prove  that  the  “Cimex”  process  of  fumigation  had  the 
desired  effect  upon  live  bugs.

As  much  attention  as  possible  was  again  given  by  your 
inspectors  with  a view  to  improving  the  milk  supply  of  the 
district. 

Many  improvements  were  carried  out  to  farm  buildings, 
cowsheds,  dairies,  cooling  rooms  and  rooms  for  the  storage 
of  milk  utensils.  In  addition  to  buildings,  yards  were  concret- 
ed and  clean  approaches  to  cowslied  jirovided.  All  these 
improvements  make  it  far  easier  for  the  farmer  to  ])roduce 
a clean  supply  of  milk  than  did  the  conditions  existing  before 
the  improvements  were  carried  out.  The  collecting  of  bulk 
supplies  of  milk  from  farms  is  still  unsatisfactory;  churns 
of  milk  are  often  left  on  stands  outside  the  farms  for  hours 
before  they  are  collected.  -The  farmers  are  advised  to 
protect  the  churns  as  much  as  possible  from  the  rays  of  the 
sun  by  covering  them  with  clean,  wet  sacking  material. 

Samples  of  milk  are  regularly  taken  for  analysis  both 
from  producers  in  the  Area  and  milk  retailed  in  the  district.

1 he  rejjistration  of  dairy  farmers  and  dairy  farms 
i.s  now-  the  responsibility  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
hi.sheries,  and  the  registration  of  milk  distributors  and  other 
dairy  jiremises  is  the  responsibility  of  local  authorities.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 


As  has  been  stated  in  i)revious  reports,  the  present 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  which  was  introduced 
during  the  war,  should  be  continued  as  this  system,  which 
has  always  been  advocated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Association,  has  ])roved  to  be  a very  efficient  one. 


The  only  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consump- 
tion that  takes  place  in  the  Penybont  Area  is  carried  out  at 
the  slaughterhouses  of  the  two  Mental  Hospitals  and  the  meat 
is  for  consumption  by  the.  patients  and  staff  of  these  hospitals 
only.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  the  animals  slaughter- 
ed at  these  premises  are  inspected. 


The  meat  supply  for  the  remainder  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Area  is  obtained  from  three  Central  Depots,  Port  Talbot 
for  Pyle,  Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  Maesteg  for  the 
Cwmfelin  and  Llangynwyd  areas  and  Bridgend  which  supplies 
the  remainder  of  the  Penybont  District. 

Although  the  meat  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from 
these  Depots,  your  inspectors  still  have  to  carry  out  a great 
deal  of  meat  inspection  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  a])proxi- 
mately  50%  of  the  meat  supplied  is  frozen  imported  meat. 
Phis  arises  of  course,  from  the  shortage  of  home  supplies. 
With  frozen  meat  su])plied  by  these  Depots  to  the  Butchers, 
we  have  had  to  condemn  large  quantities  of  it  due  to  “Bone 
Paint.” 


Bone  Taint  is  not  usually  discovered  at  the  distribut- 
ing centres  in  imported  meat  to  be  supplied  to  the  area,  as 
frequently,  it  is  not  found  until  carcases  are  thawed  out  and 
cut  into  joints.  Unfortunately,  “Bone  Taint”  in  meat  is  also 
round  occasionally  in  home  killed  carcases.  I have  already 
stated  that  the  present  system  of  slaughtering  centres  should 
be  coritmued  as  the  insjiection  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of 
anirnals  slaughtered  is  efficiently  carried  out  under  present 
conditions. 


Apart  from  “Bone  Taint”  it  is  seldom  that  any  of  the 
meat  supp bed  in  the  Area  has  to  be  returned  to  the  Depots 
Ihis  speaks  well  for  the  staffs  of  the  adjoining  I'ocai 

. tnorities  who  are  engaged  in  meat  inspection  in  those

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TRANSPORT  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MEAT. 

Although  certain  improvements  have  been  brought  abcjul 
in  regard  to  the  transport  of  meat  as  a result  of  representa- 
tions made  to  the  local  W.M.S.A.  by  the  Council  two  years 
ag(j,  the  ideal  type  of  veihicle  has  not  been  jjrovid'ed  for  this 
purpose  and  1 must  repeat,  that  1 cannot  sec  much  further 
improvement  in  this  respect  until  the  Government’s  policy 
for  the  future  of  the  Country’s  meat  sup])ly  is  made  known.

Ice-Cream. 

All  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in 
the  district,  now  compl}^  with  the  j^rovisions  of  Ice-Cream 
Regulations,  1947,  and  with  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938. 

Many  of  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  was  manufac- 
tured before  the  above  Regulations  came  into  force,  have 
given  up  the  manufaeture  of  this  commodity  and  now  aie 
registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  only  of  i)re-])acked  ice- 
cream. 

noticeable  im])rovement  has  been  made  in  type  of 
vehicle  from  which  ice-cream  is  sold  on  the  road.  In  some 
cases,  new  vehicles  of  the  latest  ty])e,  pro]ierly  covered  to 
prevent  contamination  by  dust  and  provided  with  suitable 
means  for  washing  of  hands,  cleansing  of  servers — a supply 
of  hot  water  and  towels  being  provided  for  the  pur])ose,  are 
now  in  use  in  the  district. 

.'Mtogether,  eleven  apjilications  were  made  for  the 
registration  of  premises  under  section  14  of  the  Act  during 
the  year.  'Pen  of  these  api)lications  were  in  resi)ect  of  the 
storage  and  sale  only  of  i)re-packed  ice-cream.  'Phe  premises 
conformed  with  the  necessary  recpiirements  and  were 
registered. 
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'I'hc  remaniing  a])])lication  was  in  respect  of  the  manu- 
facture, sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream  (Heat-treated).  'I'he  m 
premises  were  registered  as  they  complied  with  the  pro-  " 
visions  of  section  13  of  the  Act  and  the  Ice-cream  (Meat 
treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947. 


Catering  Establishments. 

'I'hese  comprise  in  the  main  canteens  attached  to  factor- 
ies, cafes  and  licensed  hotels  and  a few  small  sho])-cum- 
restaurant  ])rem.ises  where  occasional  meals  are  served. 

Although,  generally,  these  i)remises  have  been  found  to 
be  well  conducted,  there  is  room  for  imj)rovement  of  certain 
[jremises  in  regard  to  their  construction,  sanitary  accommo- 
dation, general  cleanliness  around  the  ])remises,  i)articularly 
in  regard  to  waste  food  containers,  and  with  a view  to  such 
improvement  being  achieved,  your  insi)ectors  advise  u])on 
conditions  that  should  be  observed. 

Many  improvements  throughout  the  Area  have  been 
carried  out  in  and  around  licensed  hotels.  Such  im])rove- 
ments  include  conversion  of  privy  accommodation  into  water 
closets,  the  provision  of  drains  for  the  dis])osal'  of  waste- 
water,  the  provision  of  “wash-ui)s”  in  bars  with  hot  and  cold 
water  for  the  washing  of  glasses  and  the  general  repair  of 
such  jiremises.

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  With  no 
means  of  travelling  other  then  by  public  transport,  in  a district 
comprising  42,000  acres,  it  is  obvious  that  much  time  is  taken 
up  in  getting  from  one  infested  premises  to  another,  and  buses 
in  some  parts  of  the  district  are  very  infrequent,  and  to  certain 
parts  no  transport  is  available  at  all.

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  treatments  of  the  sewers 
throughout  the  area  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  rat  po])ulation  of  the  District  has 
been  greatly  reduced  by  both  the  surface  and  sewer  treat- 
ments carried  out.  In  surface  treatments  alone,  the  estimat- 
ed kill  is  1,851  rats.  It  is  difficult  to  e'sCmate  the  number 
of  rats  destroyed  in  sewers,  but  it  is  evident  that  much  good 
work  was  done  in  this  direction.
